It, is very bad pol- 


icy to allow cows to reduce their milk 
record on account of iii:Uin'H-ient fee.l 
during the summer and fall. No amount 
of feed will bring up the yield of milk 
the same season rift or it lias began lo de- 
cline. This is the testimony of the most 
observing dairy men in the country. 
Cows gave little milk during last fall 
and whiter on account of the injury re- 
ceived while feeding in the pastures dur- 
ing tho latter part of summer. 
Young 


animals that .suckled their dams were 
generally in poor condition on account 
of aniusuiliciencv of milk. There was 
a scarcity of well-fattened beeves ami 
. sheep in most parts of the country. 
Many farmers were obliged to sell o!V a 
portion of their .stock in order to obtain 
means to winter the animals that were 
of the most value to them. 
In many 


sections of the country they disposed of 
them at a great sacrifice. 


Tho farmers who made the most 


money last year weie those who had 
plenty of food during tho entire season. 
Their cows gave a large amount of 
milk, the products of which brought an 
extraordinary pi-ice. 
They won; able lo 


turn oft' their cattle and sheep in good 
condition for the butcher and to reu!h:o 
a large sum for them. Their young 
animals did well and advanced in value. 
They were able to buy stock of less fort- 
unate farmers and to profit by their 
misfortune. 
In many cases cattle and 


sbeep doubled in value within a few 
months. Had it not been for tho very 
favorable winter the amount of feed in 
several states would not have been 
sufficient to have kept all the stock. 
Some seasons it is easy to make up for 
a deiieient grass crop by feeding corn 
when it exists in abundance. 
15ut such 


was not the case last year. There _\\MS 
not sufficient corn in many parts of the 
country to fatten the hogs and supply 
the other wants for it. The straw pro- 
duced in most pans of this country is 
not utilix.ed as it should be, and never 
will bo till roots or other succulent 
food are raised to feed along with it. 
Straw is unsuited for an entire ration of 
any kind of stock. 
It supplies only a 


part of tho needed elements of nutri- 
tion. 
It is unsuitable for the wauls of 


milch cows and young animals of every 
kind. 
In most 'European countries it 


is utilized to much greater advantage, 
for the reason that it is fed in connec- 
tion with roots. 
When the use of 


ensilage becomes general in this coun- 
try, if it ever does, straw will be of 
greater value than it now is, for it can 
be fed in connection with it to excellent 
advantage. 
It. will afford a desirable 


change from moist, food. 
It will help 


furnish a variety, which insures a good 
appetite. It is plain that the lime has 
come when we can no longer fcc.l the 
stock of the country on hay and corn. 
They have become too precious. 


The season for the planting of the 


standard crops of the farm is over I'm- 
the year, but there is still lime and op- 
portunity to put in crops thai will furn- 
ish feed. "that will bo wanted in case of a 
drought 
Sweet corn, if planted any 


time during this month, will bo of a sixes 
to food to milch cows, hoirs and young 
nnimals should tho pastures become 
short in July and August. 
If there are 


timely rains during the laller part of 
tho growing season it can be cut up and 
cured, and it will make excellent food 
for stock of all kinds during the winter. 
With the exception of grass there is no 
better food for milch cows than swctrt 
corn. A patch of it should be raised in 
the vicinity of every pasture where cows 
and hogs are kept, to be in readiness in 
case the supply of grass and clover is 
inadequate. 
The labor of cutting and 


feeding it is light in comparison whh 
the good accomplished by il. Hogs 
relish sweet food and sugar is one of tho 
best fat-forming substances that can be 
obtained. 
German and common millet, 


as well as the variety known as Hun- 
garian grass, can be sown to good ad- 
vantage any time this month, and will 
produce more feed than can bo obtained 
from almost any cultivated crop. 
It 


helps out the hay supply and can bo fed 
without liability'of injury to any kind 
of stock except hordes. Northern sugav- 
canc can also be planted for stock pur- 
poses during this month. 
Its value for 


a forage crop is just beginning to be ap- 
preciated. 
In the future it will doubt- 


less be extensively grown, especially in 
parts of the country quite liable to 
severe and protracted droughts. It is 
very valuable for sheep, and from all 
accounts cattle and hogs do well on it. 
In parts of the country where the win- 
ters are open it is not materially injured 
by standing on tiic ground where it 
grows. — Chicago Tim cs.

Five years ngo two diamond-cutters 


dressed ixnd poli.slied all tho stoues that 
camo in tho rough into this market. 
In 


tho main only tho finished diamonds 
ivero imported. 
Hut it was found that 


tho mirk ot cutting and polishing 
dia- 


monds was often done carelessly 
in 


Europe, and that American workmen 
could better satisfy the critical tasto of 
American buyers of precious stones. 
3o marked was tho dill'erenco between 
the imported diamonds and those cut 
and polished here that a demand for tho 
stones ot American finish was created, 
and within five years live or six moro 
diamond-cutters have established them- 
selves in Now York. They dress and 
polish perhaps one-twentieth of all tho 
iliamouds sold in this city, and tho 
\xcellenco of their work is recognized. 


Tho stones are imported, as a rule, 


from South Africa, and although many 
of tho Africa diamonds are oil' color, it 
is said that as largo and as fine stones 
aro found tlicro as in tho old mines of 
the East Indies and Brazil. Tho stones 
come hero in tho rough, uneven in 
shape, and lacking wholly the luster and 
sparkle which attach to the very idea of 
a diamond. 
The first process is what is 


called cleaving. ])y this process tho 
irregularities of shape are chipped off 
and tho general form of tli3 diamond is 
secured, but without any of the angles 
•which separate the faces. The pieces 
chipped off', it of suitable color and 
•without flaw, aro used for making what 
is called roso diamonds. 
Theu the faces 


oi tho diamond sire cut by tho rubbing 
together of two of the stones, and aftei 
this process l:ie stor.es look like irregu- 
lar pebbles cf ground glass. 
They aro 


entirely without luster or beauty. The 
polishing concludes the process. Each 
faco of tho diamond is in turn exposed 
to the surface of an iron wheel revolving 
two thousand times a minute, and, by 
means of oil and diamond dust, tho 
stone is polished and given its wonderful 
brilliancy. 


Mr. Henry Fera, a diamond-cutter in 


John street, said that r. largo part of 
the work of tho diamond finishers in 
this city was repolishing tho stones cut 
in Europe, to satisfy tho more particular 
judgment of American buyers. 
On ac- 


count of this extra pains which is taken 
with tho work here, the diamonds of 
American polish command somewhat 
higher prices. 
An idea of tho business 


in cutting diamonds in this city may be 
had from the statement that last year 
nearly five thousand carats in the rough 
were cut and polished here. Wages for 
labor hero are from twice to three times 
what is paid in Europe for tho same 
kind of work. The labor adds ten dol- 
lars a carat to tho value of tho uncut 
diamond. 
Tho loss in weight from 


cutting is over one-half. This so adds 
to tho value of tho diamond that a stone 
of ono carat, costing in tho rough, for 
Instance, forty dollars, would sell for 
about ouo hundred and ten dollars when 
cut and polished. 
Tha value, however, 


does not depend alonn upon tho weight 
of tho stone, l«ir

The Conveyance of Steam. 


Tho conveyance to long distances of 


steam for power or heating purposes has 
long been a problem with engineers, and 
its use has, in many instances, been dis- 
carded for compressed air. 
In fact, the 


measure of the distance to which steam 
may bo caaried with economy is not yet 
determined. 
A suggestion is now made 


by -which owners of establishments in 
which steam is largely used might effect 
a largo saving by concentrating 
_ their 


boilers in one place adjacent to a railroad 
station, or to tho shore, or even con- 
structing r, large central boiler, where 
their coal may all be landed and used 
without cartage, and thence distributing 
tho steam to their several works. 
The 


difficulty has always boon to find a coat- 
ing for steam pipes absolutely preventing 
the radiation of heat, and, according to 
tho Boston Journal cf Commerce, such 
a covering may now be prepared. It if 
made of four parts of eoal ashes siftec 
through a riddle of four meshes to th< 
inch, one part calcined plaster, one pari 
of flour, and one part fire clay. 
Mix 


tho ashes anil lire clay together to the 
thickness of thin mortar, in a mortal 
trough ; mix tho calcined plaster anc 
flour together, dry, 
and add it to the 


ashes and clay as you -want to use it 
put it on the pipes in two coats, accord 
ing to the sizo of the pipes. 
For n sii 


inch pipe put on the first coat about orti 
and one-quarter inches thick ; the seconc 
coat wants to bo about half an inch 
thick. 
Afterward finish the outsido with 


hard finish, tho same as is applied t* 
plastering on a wall.

phono Company be and the same is here- 
by granted the right to erect telephone 
lines in the streets, highways aud alleys 
of the city of Janesville, upon tbo follow- 
ing conditions: 


That the poles be erected in such 


manner and position as not to obstrucl 
or incommode the public uso of any 
street, highway or alley. That tbe poles 
be straight, peeled and painted. That the 
lowest wiro on said poles on Mam anc 
Milwaukee streets be at least twenty-four 
feet from tbe ground, and on other 
streets, highways and alleys at leasl 
twenty feot from tbe ground. That tbe 
Common Council reserve the right to 
designate tho position of any pole or 
poles in any street, highway or alley, and

altera- 


tion in the location or construction 
thereof. That thfi Common Council 
reserve the right to cause any pole or 
poles to be removed, if in the judgmenl 
of said council any such pole or poles in- 
terfere with the proper use of any street, 
highway or alley. That tbe erection ol 
such poles be subjected to the control ol 
the common council. That the Wiscon- 
sin Telephone Company furnish, if de- 
sired, to said city two completejtelephone 
outfits, connected with tho exchange, al 
tbe rate of two dollars each, per month, so 
long as said city shall desire to use the 
same. That said city have the right, free 
of charge, to use the polea erected by 
said telephone [company to support fire 
alarm wires, at any time. That said com- 
pany agree to transmit from central office 
to the engine houses, free of charge, any 
aud all fire alarms sent to such office. 


That the Wisconsin Telephone 'Com- 


pany file with the city clerk a written 
agreement to comply with and fulfil all 
the conditions contained in this resolu- 
tion.
